Lusoerry's own plane
was three times plerced

Inclemency of the weather Inst week

forced n period of idleness for the American
flyers, but clearing weather early this wesk
brought renewed activity Lufberry and
Sergeant Walter Lovell, of Concord, Masa,
were In the thieck of it. Lovell fought four
batties in the mir on Monday alone, Thix
was the emne day on which Lufberry had
hix five brushes in the sky. 'The two wers
together most of the day.

The first mix-up wasg against two enemy
planes, and both were driven home after
Lufberry's machine had been perforated
by incendiary bullets. He landed with the
flaming missiles still sticking in his gear

Lufberry next encountered a single enemy
fiver and, in the whivling fight that Tol-
lowed, he belleves he brought the German
down, French ofMicial reports have not yet
confirmed its destruction, so Lufberry has
not yet been cited for the feat,

The third wneounter wias when Lovell
and Lufberry attacked s« German plane
and foreed the enemy 1o scurry back

while four rescuers were winging ' his
ald. The two Amerlcans fought their re-
malning battles of the day against Ger-
man machines endeavoring to protect
enemy uvbgervation planes,

German aviantoras have been thick nlong
tho line where the Lafayette Escadrille is
now located and the enemy napparentl;
hag concentrated in its effort to spy out
French positions. The German planes
come In droves with re-enforcements clore
bebhind.

“The prices Nxed are provisional., They
will stand unless changed hy order of the
President, for good eause shown, The fuel
admintstration will examing all spplications
for revision of prices mecompunied by cost
ptatements  presented in wrltine These
gtntements should be verified and cover at
least the yvears 18105, 1916 and 1017 to date,

“It Is not proposed to require efciently
operated mines to produce conl at n loss,
but the hurden resta upon applleants to
show that the prices fixed in particular
casens are unfalr,

“For the purpose of determining a proper
basis for sales by retail dealers, local eom-
mittees will ba organized throughout the
country,

“Contracts reliuting to the bituminous ¢onl
made prior to the prociumation of the Presi.
dent on Auguxt 21, and contracts relating to
anthracite conl made before the President's
procinmation of August 23, are not affected
by these procinmations, provided the von-
